1* Group 1 left for its area on 1 August 1949, It was aeeoapanled 
by the "Hesortslka* group of liaisons, and they orossed the Greek- 
Albanian border on the night of 8-3 August 1949* They reached 
Sopot 1, where the group of liaisons turned baok, Group 1 sored on 
towards the area of its final destination* The dressing of the 
border and the movement as far as Sopotl were aade normally and 
without anything happening, Up to 10 August 1949 there was no 
indlostlon or report that the existence of this group had boon 
discovered, 

2. Group 0 is to sake oontaot with group 1 within Albanian ter- 
ritory on 24 August 1949, this was determined by a personal agree- 
ment between the leaders of groups 1 and 5, A part of Group 6 
under the Group leader sored towards its area on G August 1949, 

The movement of this group towards its destination will be carried 
out by read because of the leak of a boat* the liaison group 
•Aetoa" accompanied this part of Group 0 because of the ohange In 
its route. 



5, The despatching of Group 2 was delayed because of a report 
that the Al b a ni a n forces on its route had been inoreased as a re- 
sult of the operations on Grammes. Xt was necessary to allow time 
for saklng a reconnaissance of the route previously determined or 
to find another routs through the uee of a group of liaisons. The 
letter was done, and the Group moved to Its area, crossing the 
border on the night of 11-12 August 1949, Group 2 was aoeosp&nled 
by another group of eight sen from smaller groups, 

4, The expected operations on Grasses and Vital resulted In the 
Albanians ta k i n g severe security measures In the area of activity 
of Group 0, This Group entered Albania and went to the Korea area 
on 19 July 1949 to collect intelligence and to organise an intelli- 
gence and liaison network. Group 3 returned to 6 reeee on 26 July 
1949 with the following reports 



a. The peasants of the area are terrorised, and when the 
group sade contact with then, the latter warned then to 
leave because there was immediate danger of their being 
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b. Biglista la the base of a Border Battalion with a strength 
of GQO men. It has companies in Boiigrad, Poutsara, and 
Kapetltsa* 

o. The morale of the Albanian army and people, particularly 
after the TXTO-BCBCBA break, is very low* The courts martial 
are sentenoing deserters from the army every day* 

d. There are rumors circulating that in August the Americans 
and the Greek Army will enter Albania* In ease of hostil- 
ities (aio) 60-70 percent of the Albanian Army Is ready to 
desert* 

e* Aooording to the leader of Group 5, despite the measures 
that have been taken it is possible to organise a network 
for intelligence and aotivity* For this reason the group 
has been reinforced with three ether tried and tested Al- 
banian refugees* It ic now ready to return to its area 
within a few days* 

f • Group 4 is still in lannlna. The expected arrival from 
Italy of ten co-workers was thwarted* The y were picked 
up in Bari byXAlush HTSHANAKOtf of the VERLACQI group, most 
probably for the benefit of the Italian Intelligence Service* 

g. The boat left for its destination on 6 August 1949. It is 
delayed in the port of Patras beoause of engine trouble, 
which is now being remedied* This engine failure creates 
serious doubts as to the seaworthiness of this boat. 
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
